Federal Officers Charge

BAN DIEGO, Jan. 23.—Charged 
with conspiracy to violate the im- 
migration laws, four men of the 
Armenian colony in Los Angeles 
are held in jail here. They were 
arraigned before United States 
Commissioner Gien H. Mulket this 
afternoon and their preliminary 
hearing was set for the 28th inst. 
The arrests were made Bunday and 
were kept from the public while 
immigration officers gathered addi- 
tienal evidence. 

The prisoners are: Victor Artu- 
nian, grocery man: Hamik Tarigi- 
an and Egor M. Kokosian, who are 
said to be in the rubbish business 
in Los Angeles, and tLtahachig 
Haranian, hotel proprietor. 

Bail for Artunian wae set at 
$2000 while the others are held in 
$1000 bail. It was expected the 
friends of the men in Los Angeles 
would furnish the ball tonight or 
temorrow.

OPIUM PARLEY IN BALANCE 


American Envoy Prepares to Leave as Conference 
With Briton Ends Without A 


delegation. 
At mid-d today Mr. Porter 
made p nal plans to sail 


homeward on the steamer George 
Washington next Wednesday, but 
at 9 o'clock tonight there were in- 
dications that he would change his 
mind and remain in Geneva. 

Mr. Porter and Viscount Cecil, 
of Chelwood, head of the British 
delegation, had a conference at 
noon today in an endeavor to 
straighten out the differences be- 
tween them in connection with the 
opium conference. It went very 
badly and they separated without 
any agreement which would work 
toward keeping the conference 
from a breakdown. Then some of 
the chief delegates of the other 
countries conferred quietly and 
decided that meetings between Mr. 
Porter and Viscount Cecil were 
hardly conducive to an : 
cause of the recent clash between 
them at the plenary session. 


JAPAN ACTIVE 

Japan became especially active. 
Mr. Sugimura, chief delegate, who 
has been co-opersting closely with 
the Americans, tried to fashion a 
compromise formula on oplum- 
emoking in the Far Bast, the ques- 
tion which brought about the pres- 
ent eplit in the conference, 

Then the representatives of the 
Scandinavian states and the League 
of Nations officials busied them- 
seives with the text of a resolu- 
tion to appoint a joint commission 
of the first and second opium con- 
ference to study various projects 
on opjum smoking conferences, and 
re some plans to both confer- 


ences. 

Pressure was brought bear on 
Mr. Porter to accept such proced- 
ure on the ground that it would 
afford him the same fair oppor- 
tunity of presenting the Ame n 
case as if it were done bef Zs 
~lenary meeting of the second con- 
ference. Furthermore, Viscount 
Cecil and other leaders assured Mr. 
Porter that they stood ready to 
meet any or all of his objections 
in the present draft clauses on the 
narcotic drug convention. 

Tonight, the Japanese delegate 
conferred at length with Mr. Por- 
ter. He earnestly counselled the 
chief American delegate not to 
leave Geneva while there remained 
the slightest possibility of an accord. 
Mr. Porter afterward announced 
that he would examine into the 
various prop@sals before him and 
reach a conclusion as to-what he 
witt do by the time the vonference

Without specifically mentioning 
China, his project 4eclares that 
oplum-producing countries would 
solemniy undertake to reduce pro- 
duction and that simultaneously 
colonies importing opium for 
smoking would tighten the anti- 
smuggling machinery and endeav- 
or to bring about a reduction in 
sthoking. When it became reason- 
ably evident that countries grow- 
ing the poppy plant were making 
a genuine effort to arrest its cul- 
tivation and with actually some 
measure of success, then the Eu- 
rope an powers would agree defi- 
nitely to abolish legalized smok- 
ing within fifteen years. 

An accompanying provision 
would provide for the right to con- 
voke an international conference 
on opium at any time that the 
growth of opium showed a grave 
increase. 


PORTER ACTING 
(Ry A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—Rep- 
resentative Porter, chairman of 
the American delegation at the 
Geneva opium conference, who has 
threatened to withdraw and re- 
turn to the United States, is con- 
ducting the negotiations with full 
plenary powers and without any 
set instructions. He has not re- 
ported ve fully to Washington 
during the few days. 

Should Mr. Porter come home, 
it in consider possible that his 
colleagues on e delegation may 
remain and continue the effort to 
reconcile British and American 
opinion. 

As the disagreement between 
Mr. Porter and Viscount Cecil! is 
understood here, it has to do with 
the strong feeling of the head of 
the British delegation that it would 
be useless to agree to suppress 
production of nonmedicinal opium 
in territory under British control 
until opiom production in China 
has been controlled. 

Mr. Porter's insistence upon an 
agreement to stamp out opium pro- 
duction is based upon a belief that, 
due to chaotic conditions in China, 


it would be hopeless to await con- 


trol of opium production there.
